(a  Non-profit  Corporation) 
I 

The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be — 

PACIFICA  FOUNDATION. 

II 

The  purposes  of  this  corporation  shall  be: 

(a)  To  establish  a  Foundation  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  educa- 
tional purposes  no  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  which  inures  to  the  benefit  of  any 
member  of  the  Foundation,  and  no  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  which  is 
designed  to  carry  on  propaganda  or  otherwise  attempt  to  influence  legislation. 

(b)  To  establish  and  operate  for  educational  purposes,  in  such  manner  that 
the  facilities  involved  shall  be  as  nearly  self-sustaining  as  possible,  one  or  more  radio 
broadcasting  stations  licensed  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  and  sub- 
ject in  their  operation  to  the  regulatory  actions  of  the  Commission  under  the  Com- 
munications Act  of  1934,  as  amended. 

(c)  In  radio  broadcasting  operations  to  encourage  and  provide  outlets  for  the 
creative  skills  and  energies  of  the  community;  to  conduct  classes  and  workshops  in 
the  writing  and  producing  of  drama ;  to  establish  awards  and  scholarships  for  creative 
writing;  to  offer  performance  facilities  to  amateur  instrumentalists,  choral  groups, 
orchestral  groups  and  music  students;  and  to  promote  and  aid  other  creative  activities 
which  will  serve  the  cultural  welfare  of  the  community. 

(d)  In  radio  broadcasting  operations  to  engage  in  any  activity  that  shall  con- 
tribute to  a  lasting  understanding  between  nations  and  between  the  individuals  of 
all  nations,  races,  creeds  and  colors;  to  gather  and  disseminate  information  on  the 
causes  of  conflict  between  any  and  all  of  such  groups;  and  through  any  and  all 
means  compatible  with  the  purposes  of  this  corporation,  to  promote  the  study  of 
political  and  economic  problems  and  of  the  causes  of  religious,  philosophical  and 
racial  antagonisms. 

(e)  In  radio  broadcasting  operations  to  promote  the  full  distribution  of  public 
information;  to  obtain  access  to  sources  of  news  not  commonly  brought  together  in 
the  same  medium;  and  to  employ  such  varied  sources  in  the  public  presentation  of 
accurate,  objective,  comprehensive  news  on  all  matters  vitally  affecting  the  com- 
munity.

PRINTER'S  DEVILS:  As  you  have  no  doubt  noticed,  we  have  a  new  printer, 
and  are  experimenting  (or  "horsing  around"  as  he  puts  it)  with  some  new  ideas  for 
Folio  design.  Last  time's  experiment  with  slick  paper,  despite  the  wonderful  affluent 
appearance,  came  to  grief  when  our  dilapidated  Addressograph  all  but  refused  to 
swallow  the  stuff.  This  time  we  are  back  on  vellum,  and  with  another  cover  that 
may  look  a  little  less  like  a  scientific  tract  than  last  time's.  The  point  is:  during 
this  experimental  period  you  may  not  recognize  the  Folio  when  it  first  arrives.  It 
may  show  up  one  of  these  times  disguised  as  the  Reader's  Digest,  or  Flair.  (Re- 
member Flair?)  Please  look  twice  before  throwing  it  away  .  .  .  and  bear  with  us 
until  we,  and  the  printer,  get  over  this  new  adventure  kick. 

MUSIC:  We  are  sorry  that  the  performance  of  Schoenberg's  "Moses  and  Aaron" 
last  month  had  to  be  cancelled;  this  happened  because  Columbia  decided  to  with- 
hold the  release  a  month  or  so  longer  for  re-editing.  We  will  reschedule  the  opera 
as  soon  as  it  is  in  our  hands  but  not,  this  time,  before. 

Our  plea  for  a  new  piano  which  appeared  some  time  ago  as  a  Folio  note  was 
in  dead  earnest.  We  have  on  our  hands  a  nine-foot  Baldwin,  pretty  as  all  get-out, 
but  rather  mushy  inside.  It  would  make  an  ideal  home  piano,  but  just  cannot  stand 
up  any  logger  to  professional  requirements;  at  least  one  nationally-known  pianist 
has  promised  us  a  major  concert  cycle  when  we  can  get  another  instrument.  What 
we  would  .really  like  is  a  smaller  piano,  between  six  and  seven  feet,  beauty  no 
object,  but  in  first-class  shape  inside  (or  capable  of  being  made  so).  Only  one 
problem  ...  no  money.  We  will  swap,  store,  even  give  discreet  plugs  from  time 
to  time,  just  so  long  as  we  can  get  rid  of  the  old  clunk  and  finally  face  the  musical 
world  with  a  piano  worthy  of  its,  and  our,  name. 
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For  Your  Information:  FM  In  Automobiles. 

In  approaching  the  problem  of  FM  in  automobiles  the  following  alternatives 
present  themselves: 

1)  A  German-made  AM-FM  car-radio  is  available.  The  cost,  including  antenna, 
is  about  $180.00  installed.  This,  for  those  who  can  afford  it,  is  the  best  solution. 
The  radio  is  quite  sensitive  and  satisfactory  in  every  way.  This  is  the  recommended 
choice  for  new  automobiles.    The  installation  is  similar  to  conventional  car-radios. 

2)  An  FM  tuner  for  automobiles  can  be  installed  in  conjunction  with  an  exist- 
ing car-radio.  The  cost  is  about  $90  installed.  The  small  tuner  plays  through  the 
speaker  of  the  car  radio  and  gets  its  power  from  the  car  radio.  It  is  designed  to  be 
mounted  on  the  steering  column.  The  existing  antenna  can  be  used  for  AM  and 
FM,  although  a  separate  antenna  for  FM  is  preferable. 

3)  An  ordinary  FM  or  AM-FM  radio  can  be  played  in  an  automobile,  if  it  is 
plugged  into  an  inverter  (a  device  which  changes  6  volts  or  12  volts  d.c.  from 
the  cigarette-lighter  into  110  volts,  a.c).  This  arrangement  works  independently 
of  any  conventional  car-radio  that  may  or  may  not  be  present.  If  a  Granco  FM  radio 
is  chosen,  the  cost  installed,  including  antenna  and  inverter,  is  about  $70.  This  is 
the  "Best  Buy"  solution,  but  the  problem  of  where  to  put  the  radio  and  inverter  is 
one  that  requires  some  do-it-yourself  ingenuity. 

Although  a  standard  automobile  antenna  installation  may  be  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  any  of  the  above  sets,  in  order  to  achieve  greater  sensitivity  and  to  avoid 
directional  effects  it  is  preferable  to  mount  a  30"  vertical  antenna  on  the  roof  of 
the  car.  (Unfortunately  no  horizontally-polarized  mobile  antenna  for  the  FM  band 
has  been  developed  so  far.) 

With  a  vertical  antenna  and  a  Granco  radio  it  is  possible  to  get  KPFA  as  far 
as  San  Jose,  and  in  some  cases  much  farther. 

One  fortuitous  minor  advantage  of  car-FM:  It  stays  on  in  all  but  the  longest 
tunnels. 

Incidentally,  an  inverter  makes  it  possible  to  operate  other  electrical  devices  in 
your  car  (up  to  30  or  40  watts)  :  shavers  and  hair-clippers,  bottle-warmers,  humidi- 
fiers, fluorescent  desk-lamps,  aquarium-heaters,  and  other  necessities.  Also  electric 
alarm-clocks  (if  you're  not  too  fussy  about  accuracy),  and  electric  earmuffs  for 
sports-car  owners.
